Mr. Brown passed away on Monday 
morning of this week, just about 6:30 
o'clock in the morning. His age was 
70 years, 6 months and 15 days. Ho 
had been lying at his home practically 
helpless for the past eighteen months, 
as the result of a stroke of paralysis, 
and tho end came aB a 'relief to this 
man who had been so unusually active 
all tho years of his long life. 


The funeral was hold Wednesday af­ 
ternoon at 2 o'clock nt the ranch resi­ 
dence in Irwindaie, with a largo crowd 
of citizens and friends in attendance 
from every part of tho San Gabriel 
valley. The home was filled with peo­ 


ple, 
and the lawns in -front made ft 
gathering-place for those who could 
not get into the house. The obsequies 
were conducted by Hev. George Hill of 


Mr. Brown was the owner of a ranch j 
of 40i acres of citrus* fruits where he 
lived, and had also 20 acres situated 
between Irwindaie nn,d Ajmsa. Besides 


;tb48e holdings he owned .120 acres of 
orctfttrd land in Colony Heights, River- 
';*»»' county. 


In all his business he was a forceful 
and < dominating character, but scru­ 
pulously square and just to everyone. 
Always a great believer in good roads, 


lui" lived to see his valley, threaded by 
some of the best boulevards in tho 
world, His influence was felt In ovory" 
movement for public improvement in 
the valley. 


Besides the widow, ho leaves two 
children, Phoebo .Leona and .Carlton 
Barstow, both living at tho Irwindaie 
home, vtho passing of Mr. Brown're­ 
moves one of the most influential char­ 
acters of the San Gabriel valley, and 
his impress left upon tho progress of 
'the communities horo will remnin in 
evidence for many yoars to come.

Stockholders of the Coving Argus, and 
was "interested financially* in the news­ 
paper up until tho timo that it was 
purchased by J. L. Matthews, the pres­ 
ent editor.

There were 400 ranchers and busi­ 
ness men who attended the joint meet­ 
ing of the Baldwin Pnrlt Chamber of 
Commerce and the Wost Covina Im­ 
provement 
Association, 
held in the 
Baldwin PaTk schoolhouso on Tuesday 
night. The meeting wns culled for ^he 
purpose of discussing the question of 
controlling andtconfluing tho rivers and 
washes of tho vulley. 


Tho meeting was prosidncl ovor by 
Vice-President W. J. McCndden of tho 
West Covina Improvement^ Association, 
and developed -immediately into a dis­ 
cussion of 'three tentative routes far 
tho carrying of three washes into the 
San UabrieJ river—the San Dimus, tho

washes. These routes wore shown by 
maps and data from the ofllco of High- 
wuy Commissioner F. 11. Joynor. They 
lire the first stops in working out a 
way to got rid of tho devastation of 
theHo washes. All data, together with 
tho maps, 1ms been prepared by u sub­ 
ordinate in Mr. Joynor's 
office, and 
have not yet been passed upon or ac 
.ceptcd by tho highway 
commissioner 
or by .the board of supervisors. The 
idea of presenting them was for the 
purpose of getting frank opinions from 
property holders in the valley.

In the flrst^place, let me'say that in 
my opinion, .the horticultural commis 
sioner Of any 
: county is employed only 
for the furtherance of the interests of 
tho fruit growers of his county, and 
not for the purpose of making jobs rVr 
any of the men who ifflay. be employed 
as his inspectors or in any other capa 
city... 


Any inspector who does not perform 
his 
duties 
efficiently 
and 
properly 
should be dropped from the county pay 
roll. I also believe that reports from 
the growers'from any district regard­ 
ing 
remisnesscs 
of the inspector of 
that district should receive very care 
ful and earnest attention and consid 
oration, as, to a large extent, those re 
ports'from the growers are the only 
means'the commissioner has ojfknowing 
whether or not the men are performing 
their duties properly, 


This is especially so in a county the 
size of Los Angeles county, with the 
large number of inspectors employed 
I would also say, that any "political 
pull,?'-which-any inspector may have 
I intend to disregard to the fullest ex 
tent possible, particularly if it; in anj» 
Way conflicts with the interests of the 
growers'; concerned. 


As you no doubt remember, several 
of the growers in attendance at the 
club •meeting at Mr* Anderson's ex 
pressed themselves as of the opinion 


(that there should be a change in the 
inspectors jn the Covina district. 
Mr. 
Jones (doputy commissioner) and my 
Self, itbid them that we could. make no 
changes without, definite charges, as all 
of our. inspectors and other employees 
in the county service aro under civil 
service, and have the right f o bo heard 
and to require substantiation of any 
charges'that they are remisrfin 
their 
duties or are unsuited for the position 
held and that they should be removed 
And we told them also that all'charges 
should be submitted in writing in the 
form of petitions or of personal let­ 
ters. So mueh for your statement t6at 
we seemed anxious that charges should 
be brought against the Covina inspec 
tors, 


As to the mealy-tug infestation, this 
is the second time that I have discov 
ered this infestation from other sources 
than from my inspectors.

There is no force- to the argument th»t the work should be delay­ 
ed on account of the rise in price on material. 
We must fac^ the 
fact in the United States that all steel products are going to con­ 
tinue to increase in price, and that all raw and manufactured material i 
is going to be high in price for several years 
While steel piping is! 
higher now than it WHS last year, there is absolutely no chance of its 
being'cheaper. 
To delay the building of this municipal plant in the 
hope of saving several hundred dollars in the price of steel pipe, 
means simply that we must postpone the building of the system for 
several years. 
. ' 


If the war continues the great steel mills are going to continue to 
fill these war orders. 
The domestic price will continue to be influenc­ 
ed by the. over-worked condition of the steel industry. 
If the war 
ceases the whole of Europe will engage in a period of feverish re? 
construction. 
The steel mills of America will be called upon to 
furnish material for the building of bridges and buildings in Belgium, 
over half of France, and throughout Poland, Austria, Serbia and all 
the devastated countries engaged in this war. 
Every related product 
to steel is going to be higher than it is now. 
The only way to save 
money is to spend it right away. 
The city needs the water system.'

The Rural Free Delivery Situation. 


The proposed change in the rural free delivery routes, announced 
)mt week in the Argus, has caused a good deal of discussion. Handlers 
are most certainly opposed to any change which will curtail the use­ 
fulness of the free delivery, and that is just what the new orders 
from Washington will bring about. 
It is a very short-sighted attempt 
to bring about more economy in the postal system. 
Economy is a 
very laudable thing in any business, whether it is a private business 
or the people's business, but economy to the detriment of service, 
especially in rural districts, is a false economy that will work a hard­ 
ship on the people and do no one any good. 


It may be granted that it will be good policy to increase the Covina 
free delivery route to over fifty miles, on account of the use of the 
automobile. 
But to include in this* mileage a part of Azusa that 
rightfully bolongs to; &infto'<.and'Mrhieh*• will result in, endless confusion 
and discord, is very bad policy,. 
<•• 


,. : T/he Argus suggests this substitute: 
that the fifty miles necessary 
to make,a new Covina delivery route be surveyed out of the territory 
south of Covina instead north of it. 
The localities known as Valencia 
Heights, Baldwin Heights, and. a portion of West Covina, also the 
new citrus district, east of Covina for several miles, are all localities 
that naturally belong to the Covina postoffice. 
There is sufficient 
mileage in the territories mimed to tnake up a fifty-mile route. 
The 
people in these localities want Covina as the postoffice. 
There is also 
a portion of the territory north of Covina, that is related in a business 
and social way with Covjna. 
We do not want any portion of the 
territory rightfully belonging to Aznsa. 
The people in the Azusa 
district do not want to change their address.

the stamps? There nro not n few claim-* 
ants for this honor, nil of which are ex 
ceedlugly rare, elr.iups of which but r. 
siugle copy Is known to exist. 
Indeed, 
there Is'evidence which lends us to be­ 
lieve that some atainps were printed 
and used of which no copies nt all nro 
known 
1 to be In existence. 


Of those Btaiups of which only ono 
copy is known, the first is n post­ 
master's 
provisional 
Issued 
nt Bos- 
enwen, N. H. Another is a stamp from 
BrltlBtt 
1 Oulnna. 
Only one copy of this 
is knowu and is In a celebrated collec­ 
tion In Paris, probably the largest col­ 
lection in t h e ^ o r l d . 


In 1803 thie Niger Coast Protectorate 
issued a series of surcharged stamps, 
all of which are scarce, and some of 
them are in the ranks of the world's 
greatest rarities. 
This refers especial­ 
ly to the twenty shilling values. 
Of 
the 20 shillings, surcharged In violet, 
only five copies were ever printed; of 
the 
vermilion 
surcharge, 
only 
two 
copies, and of the blnck surcharge, only 
one copy. 


As there is uud cau be only one copy 
of this last stamp, It is Justly entitled 
to be considered 
the rarest of all 
stamps,. 
It probably would not sell so 
high as the better known and more 
popular "postofflce" stamps of Mau­ 
ritius. 
Yet of these there are known 
fourteen copies of the penny and twelve 
of the twopenny.—St Nicholas.
